Future lessons will cover making non-swimming rescues, self 
rescue. boating and waterfront safety and effects of hypothermia. 

The objectives of the “Wet but Safe” program are to reduce 
waler accidents and increase the individual's chances of survival.

Under the charter of the American National Red Cross, the 
nehonal organization steps in when tive or more families are 
mvolved in a disaster, as in the Frederic instance, but wien less 
than five families are wnvolved. Disaster Relief is the responsibility 
of se local Sed Cross Chapter. 

The Crawtord County Chapter/American National Red Cross 
has heretofore never been able to raise sufficient Contributions to 
permit if 19 accept this responsibility. 

One oi the major goais of iasi November 
Orive was to achieve enough money to make it 
this primary responsibility, A realistic analysis i 
Cross wouid fave iv gei ai least 4000 io carry thi 
Orive raised only $3161. 

However, the Directors of the Crawford County Chapter/ ANRC 
in their December 8. 1975 meeting. after reappraising the Cnapter’s 
tinancia!l position, and in recognition of the $813 donated to the 
Chapter dunng. and as a result of the Frederic tornado. 
unanimously autiiwnzed the Chapter to assume the responsibility 
for Red Cross Disaster Reliet in Crawford County when four or less 
families are involved. 

The Directors position was that it is the Chapter’s 
responsibility. and if we ran short of funds for Disaster Relief, they 
were confident the citizens of Crawford County would make up any 
shortages needed to take care of local disaster victims.

It appears that the Roscommon County sanitary 
landfill is closer to reality, however it has seemed that 
way for near five years. 

The county planning commission has pretty much 
decided that there should be one sight, not two or 
more. It is cheaper that way. One option that the 
county board of commissioners will have is whether 
the county will operate the landfill or should it be 
contracted to a private operator. This article is to shed 
some light on the option. 

It's going to cost the people of Roscommon 
County about the same whether it is done by the 
county or private party. If the county operates it, part of 
the cost will be paid through taxes. {f it is privately 
operated the cost will be born by user fees. Everyone 
creates some waste, therefore everyone will have to 
pay for the disposition of their refuse regardless of who 
does it. 

One more speck of light might be shed from a 
piece in the U.S. News & World Report, Dec. 22, 1975 
issue. They reported a study of private vs. public 
workers in collecting trash. Research teams directed 
by Emanuel S. Savas, professor of public systems 
management at Columbia University’s Graduate School 
of Business, studies trash collection in 2,060 American 
cities. The result of the study indicated that trash 
collection by a city agency costs, on the average, 69 
per cent more than by a private firm. 

The public agencies in general used more trucks, 
more people and took longer to get the job done. This 
may be one consideration in deciding who wil! operate 
the landfill.

Legislative controversy inevitable 


January provides both a time to 
look back, and a time to look forward, 
as the Michigan Legislature gets' back 
in harness to tackie ihe state’s 
problems. 

The past year of 1975 was both 
productive and sluggish, accomplish- 
ment-wise, as they say, in any review 
of the past year in the capitol. 

Several major bills were approved, 
and the first part of the year was 
described by Associated Press as 


“unusually productive.” 


Cited in the AP rundown as 
accomplishments of the legislature 
wera the camoaign finance and 
poiiticai ethics bili; ihe rewrite of the 
state's business tax system and 
adoption of a single business tax; a 
“broad series of immediate solu- 
tions” to the_ medical malpractice 
insurance problem; increased unem- 
ployment compensation benefits; 
and an increase in the state income 
tax to pay for the repeal of the sates 
tax on food and drugs. 

Some of us would prefer to list 
most of these items™as “actions” 
rather than “accomplishments;” from 
a personal view, legislation to 
alleviate tne maipractice provieris 
would have to rank high on the list of 
legislative work, with the other AP 
citations descending from there quite 
rapidly — and quite low. : ; 

The biggest problems of 1975, 
however, were left unsettled — that 
is, solution to the budget crisis. 

The budget approved in 1975 was 
balanced mainly by legislative leger- 
demain anyway, and when Gov. 
Milliken and his budget crew reas- 
sessed the situation in the fall, even 
budgeting sleight-of-hand was not 
enough to keep the red ink from 
flowing. 

Much of the lJate-year capital 
activity centered on who did what to 
whom, and whe should have done

Other crucial items are coming Up, 
too Gov. Milliken, for example, has 
put top priority on several measures 
which will affect the state’s economic 
sector. ' ; 

A top spot, Milliken has said, 
belongs to reform of the workmen's 
compensation system — “The longer 
we delay (says Milliken), the more 
pressing the problem becomes, with 
workers suffering from inequities in 
the system and the state’s job climate 
deteriorating as costs rise.” 

To date, the lawmakers have 
danced around with about three 
versions of how to amend the work- 
men’s comp law, with nobody really 
happy about anything so far. Work- 
men's compensation changes will 
provide one piping hot potato for the 
legislative process in 1976. ;

Still 
others include a Milliken-backed pro- 
gram for public housing bonding ...

meeting laws ...perfecting the 1975 
clean elections law ... plans to join 
seven southeastern Michigan coun- 
ties in a single planning group ... and 
even more matters which right now 
may not seem too important or too 
front - and - center. 

Overriding the entire fabric in the 
capitol at Lansing is the fundameniai 
fact that 1976 is an election year. with 


a president to be picked, congress- 
men and 2 U.S. Senator to he electen, 
judges to be named, and even 110 
members of the state house required 
to stand before the voters. The State 
Senate is not up for election in 1976. 

About the only safe prediction for 
the Michigan legislative process for 
1976 is that it will produce contro- 
versy. That's the way the stage is set.

A brief frontier skirmist be- 
tween Indians and Virginians 
along the Ohio River in 1774 has 
been referred to by some — 
including former President The- 
odore Roosevelt -- as the open- 
ing act in the American Revo- 
lution. 

The struggle, known as Lord 
Dunmore's War, culminated in a 
fierce battle at the junction of 
the Kanawha and Ohio rivers, 
now Point Pleasant, W. Va., on 
Ociover i0, 1774. it hasnt te- 
placed Lexington, and undoubt- 
edly never will, in the minds of 
most Americans as the initial 
conflict in the struggle for free- 
dom. But it was, as Roosevelt 
suggested in his history, “Win- 
ning of the West," a campaign 
waged “by Americans for the 
good of America.” 

The last of those who would 
have consented to identify Dun- 
more’s War with tne American 
cause in the Revolution would 
have been the man for whom it 
was named — John Murray, 
Earl of Dunmore. He was ia 
i774 tne royai guvernur vi Vir- 
ginia, and he remained a 
staunch defender of the British 
throughout the cenliict between 
the colonies and Great Britain. 

At a time of 
clashes between Indians and 
frontiersmen along the Ohio — 
on Anril 30, 1774 — the brother 
of Mingo Chief Logan, his sister 
and her baby were among a 
small group of Indians who 
were brutally murcered by 
whites. Logan nad been regard- 
ed as a friend of the white man, 
but the massacre changed thal. 
The Mingo chief called on his 
braves and those of neighboring 
tribes to join him in revenge. 
Their attacks resulted in panic 
along the entire Virginia fron- 
tier, a thousand settlers aban- 
doning their iand and retreating 
across the Monongahela River 
in a single day. 

Maiiers grew wurse with 
Indians attacking frontiersmen 
while units of the Virginia 
militia ventured out to destroy 
Indian towns and crops. The 
principal rendezvous point of 
the marauding tribes was at 
Shawnee villages in what is now 
Pickaway County. Ohio. on the 
Scioto River. This was the 
target of an army of 3,000 
Virginia militia which moved 
toward Ohio in two forces. Cai 
Andrew Lewis, a companion of 
George Washington in the 
French and indian Wars, was in 
charge of a force of 1,100 which 
comprised the feft wing. This 
unit journeyed down the Kana- 
wha toward the Ohio. Dunmore 
led the right wing down the 
Ohio from Fort Pitt. 

Lewis's troops reached the 
mouth of the Kanawha on Oct. 
6. Dunmore, who had paused at 
the mouth of the Hocking River 
{Athens County, Ohio) to build 
a blockhouse which he called 
Fort Gower, sent word to Lewis 
to move ahead toward the 
Shawnee villages. Dunmore 
planned to cut across country 
toward the same destination. 

By the time messengers 
reached Lewis, Shawnee Chief 
Cornstalk had learned of the 
advancing militit and Gecided 
to attack before they had a 
chance to link up. His army of 
about a thousand braves cross- 
ed the Ohio at dawn on Oct. 10. 
After more than half a day of 
hard fighting, Lewis decided to 
try a flank attack. The Indians 
assumed that the flanking force 
was a troop of reinforcements 
and retreated. The Virginia mili- 
tia’s casulaties totaled 46 killed 
and 80 wounded with losses by 
the Indians somewhat less than 
that. 

Lewis, as ordered by Dun- 
more. forged on toward the 
Indian villages on the Scioto. 
Ihe governor meanwhile had 
moved west to Sippo Creek 
where he established a camp at 
a point about seven iniies 
soutnwest of tne preseni city uf 
Circloville, Ohio. Here the ta 
dians came to ask for peace, 
and in the ensuing treaty they 
agreed to accept the Ohio River 
as the boundary between their 
lands and the Virginians and to 
permit navigation of the Ohio by 
the whites. 

Logan, who did not attend the 
conference with the other chiefs 
was summoned by Dunmore but 
refused to come. He did, how- 
ever, send a message which has 
often been quoted as an ex- 
ample of Indian eloquence. In it 
he told of his friendship for the 
white men and later his deter- 
mination to obtain revenge for 
the slaughter of his kinsmen. “i 
have fully glutted my ven- 
geance,” he said. “For my 
country, | rejoice at the beams 
of peace. But do not harbor a 
thought that mine is the joy of 
fear.” 

On their return to the settle- 
ments, officers of the Virginia 
militia held a meeting at Fort 
Gower on Nov. 5 and discussed 
their grievances against the 
British government. Their reso- 
lutions, which were eventually 
published in the Virginia Ga-

zette, obviously displeased Dun- 
more. Though they professed 
allegiance to King George Ill. 
they stated: “But as the love of- 
liberty and attachment to the 
real interests and just rights of 
America outweigh every other 
consideration, we resolve that 
we will exert every power within 
us for the defense of American 
liberty, and for the support of 
her just rights and privileges. 

Among the members of Dun- 
mure’s expedilion were severai 
who were to beccme well known 
during the war for American 
independence. They included 
Daniel Morgan and George 
Rogers Clark, famous leaders of 
rebel forces, and Simon Girty 
who was to incite indians tc 
further border warfare in behalf 
of the British. 

And as the revolution spread, 
it was Lewis who drove Dun- 
more from Williamsburg to 
refuge on the British ship, 
H.M.S. Fovey.

Superintendent’s Corner

If you're like everyone else (myself included) you've just about 
reached the conclusion that all of this business with increased 
property taxes has just about reached the limit. If you're like the 
majority of taxpayers you find the whole tax issue very confusing 
and difficult to understand. 

One thing everyone does understand, however, is (hat property 
taxes are increasing rapidly and that the schools are getting the lion 
share of the increase. In light of your tax statement its pretty 
difficult to see why the schools continue to say they're in financial 
trouble. The purpose of this article is to shed some light on thrs 
confusing situation, 


The State of Michigan is broke; primarily because the recent - 


recession cut drastically into its tax revenues and cost it millions in 
unemployment benefits. The usual course of events following a 
depleted state cannot go into debt. However, faced with the desire 
to be re-elected the legislature has resisted such an unpopular 
move and have recently come up with a method that would focus 
the taxpayer's wrath on local government officials. 

Education is a large part of the state's budget. What better way 
could, the State balance the budget than to transfer a greater and 
greater share cf the cost of education onto the local taxpayer and 
relieve the state of the burden a! pasing taxes. If this transfer of 
the burden should hit rural and less populated areas the worst. the 
potitical reprocussions would be the teast Decause iite edi puiiiicai 
power is vested in the Metropolitan areas. 

How Has it Been Done? 

The State came up with a bill, called the Bursicy Bill a couple 
ot years aga. In essence the bill guaranteed that a mill would 
generate at least a certain amount of money for each child in a 
school district (currently 42.00) thus if the total tax base divided by 
the number of school children indicated that a mil! would raise 
$30.00 locally the State would pay the difference or $12.00. 

However, if the value of local property increases substantially 
then the State would pay less or perhaps nothing. If the value of 
local property increased to the point where a mitl would bring in 
$42.00 per child then the State wouldn't have to pay any state aid at 
aff. You the local taxpayers would indeed be paying mare and more 
for school. 

Many of you wonder why the State has put so much pressure 
on county and township officials to raise the assessed value of 
property. Herein ties the answer, and while local city, township, 
school and county officials are catching the taxpayers wrath all 
across the state; the State has found a way to balance its budget 
and no one has jeopardized his chance for re-election.

Or. Jonn &. Gannon, University Michigan Siclogist at 
Bougias Lake, is writing a proposal to monitor all of the lakes in 
northern Michigan. 

He told this to a group o 
Higgins Lake ai a meeting in th 
night, Jan. 15. 

Gannon was invited to the group to discuss monitoring of 
Higgins Lake. He indicated water quality monitoring is absolutely 
needed for comparing. The system of monitoring must be 
continued over many years, otherwise there would be nothing with 
which to compare tests. 

Kirtland Community College is one of three community 
colleges names in the proposal to monitor northern Michigan lakes. 
He is asking $50,000 from the Upper Great Lakes Regional 
Commission for the first year. With this money the University of 
Michigan, under his guidance, would assist the colleges in setting 
up 2 course that would include fake monitoring. Equipment 
necessary to make the tests would be purchased with the project 
- funds. 

Kirtland Community College students would iake the samples 
and run the necessary tests on lakes in the four county areas. This 
would all be done under the supervision of an instructor from 


id oul over many years.

Or. Gannon’s proposal is for financing for three years. After 
that time the local citizens would have to pick up the tab to 
continue the program. This shouldn't be too much because it will 
be part af the Community College program.

Today, because of air travel, television, telephone and other 
sophisticated technology, we are slowly realizing that our 
membership. as individual citizens, is in a global community — the 
Earth Community, which we sometimes hear called “Spaceship
